agreed,” he said, “that for the pur- 
pose of national defence we must 
have’ an . American. merchant 
marine. We probably need’ also 
our own merchant marine in order 
to protect our agriculturalists and’ 
‘manufacturers, ‘and * to maintain’ 
our proper position in the markets 
of the world. In any event, serl- 
‘ous consideration should be given 
and proper influence exerted to 
find some golution for Government 
ownership and operation of a mer- 
chant marine. ‘Shipping men alone 
will be able to solve this problem.” 
Spenking of laws affecting ship- 
ping, many of which, he said, serve 
no useful purpose, Mr. Cutter sug- 
gested the need for a campaign of 
education to show the people of 
the interlor the importance of aid- 
ing the shipping business by the 
enactment of wise legislation, and 
especially by freeing it from ham- 
pering. restrictions. He also sug- 
gested the need for a similar cam- 
paign to bring labour to-realise that 


the interests of shipowners, manag: |. 


ers and crew! e identical, 
Look 1-. Junk.” 

“It must‘ be ‘Pemembered,” Mr. 
Cutter said in conclusion, “that 
other nations, especially Norway 
and Germany, have been since tha 
war and are now constructing ton- 
nage which will be most economi- 
cally operated, and which makes a 
large part of the present American 
merchant marine look like junk in 
comparison. . There is a‘ greater 
need to-day for intensive study of 
new types of. ships, power, propul- 
sion and other improvements than 
ever before in the history of the 

‘| world, New Inventions and devices 
are constantly. being brought out, 
which make it imperative for ship- 
ping men to watch developments 
with, special’ care.”

The daughter married a cattle 
dealer named Levi, and the couple 
later'went to-London, where Frau 
Levi inherited the fortune on the 
death of her husband.

Parents Unwilling. 

The parenta were unwilling to 
do so, and refused to answer Frau 
Levi’s letters, finally leaving them 
unopened. ' 

Letters came from her lawyers, 
but these were preserved unopen- 
ed for 25 years, when children 
opened’ them to discover that one 
of the letters declared that Frau 
Levi had died in 1857 leaving 2 
fortune of £7,000,000. . 

. The lapse of 25 years complicat- 
ed matters because the families 
had increased, and five fresh 
branches, hearing the news, put 
in their claims. Hopes of.a set- 
tlement ran high when the war 
upset the negotiations. 

Proceedings have now been re- 
opened in Budapest, but the 
number of claimants has increas- 
ed to 251, all of whom have tem- 
porarily abandoned their differ- 
ences in order to approach a firm 
of London solicitors with a view 
to obtaining the fortune..

U.S. VETERAN STILL

New York, June 8. 

" Entering upon his 23rd year ag a 
professional boxer, Jack Britton has 
set out to extend a career of pugl- 
Ustic triumph, which has no parallel 
in the history of conflict within the 
rope-bound arena. 

When this former world’s wel- 
terweight champion, now 42 years 
old, carried off a judges’ decision 
recently over Arturo Shekels of 
Belgium in a 10-round fight at Fort 
Landerdale, Fla. he reached the 
1,000 mark for ‘total Appearances 
before the fistic-loving public. At 
least that is the achievement credit- 
ed to him in the record book of 
hia former manager, ‘Dan Morgan. 

‘To compile his total Britton ap- 
peared almost nightly in America’s 
soldier camps during the war period 
in addition to boxing scores of ex- 
hibitiona while he wore the 147- 
pound diadem. Out of over 300 
actual professional battles he has 
lost Jess than 20 decision fights. 


‘| And greater still—he never’ has 


been floored for the ten count! 

No other living fighter has match- 
ed the achievements of Britton as 
a defensive boxer, Of other fam- 
ous veterans, only Johnny Dundee 
has equalled Britton's record for 
actual professional competition.

A 12-YEAR OLD ‘BOY IN 
‘ TROUBLE. 


COURT ADVISES THRASHING. 


i A coolié was charged before ‘Mr. 

R, E. Lindsell this morning with 
harbouring a 12-yeur-oid boy. He 
pleaded that the boy ¢ame to him 
of hig own free will, and he merely 
befriended him. 

The boy, in the witness box, said 
that his parents lived inthe coun- 
try. He was placec in the care 
of ‘his uncle, One day he had 
quarrel with his cousin, and his 
uncle gave him a,thrashing. He 
resented this, especially as he con- 
sidered he was in the right, so he 
ran away from home. He slept one 
night on Wing Lok wharf where 
the accused found him the follow- 
ing morning cold and hungry. Ac: 
cused gave him « meal and then 
took him to.a house in West Point 
where he had lived with the  ac- 
cused: until the ‘latter's arrest. 
During all the time he lived with 
the uccused he had perfect liberty 
to go and come from the house as 
he liked. He did’ not want ‘to re- 
turn to his uncle as he way better 
off with the accused. = 

The Magistrate told ° Inspector 
Grant that it was quite clear the 
boy had run away from home of 
his own uccord. He had not been 
enticed to run away by anyone. ° 

It was not, an offence to harbour 
such a boy. Ia, the ‘case of a. girl 
it was diferent and a ‘case could 
be made out. Accused did not en- 
tice the boy away but merely pick- 
ed him up jn the street, The boy 
went with him of his own free will, 
and did not want to leave him al-| 
though he had plenty of opportun- 
ity to do so hud he wished, There- 
fore Sections 44 and 45 of the Or- 
dinance did not apply in this case. 

Calling ‘the ' boy's uncle, the 
Magistrate told him that it was 
quite clear his nephew had = run 
away from home, and the accused 
had picked him up in the street, 
“It he choye'to run away from you 
that’ is your look out, and you did 
not even think it worth the trou- 
bie to inform the police.” 

His Worship added that the. boy 
could not tell the truth, and would 
probably run away if ‘he had the 
chance. Therefore he advised the 
uncle to send him .back to: his 
parents in the country, “Take him 
‘home first, though, and give him a 
good’ thrashing before you send 
him away.” 

Inspector Grant told his Worship 
that the police decided to charge 
the accused because last month he 
was in similar trouble with regard 
to another boy. He told the same 
story then about picking the boy 
in the street, and the police allow- 
ed him to go. 

In discharging the accused the 
Magistrate told him to let this ex, 
perience be a warning to him that 
he could not go about picking up 
stray boys in the streets.
